British naval forces. 
The cargo of 
wheat being food or foodstuffs, was 
conditional contraband 
within 
the 
meaning of tile declaration of london 
and the German prize ordinance, and 
was, therefore, to be considered as 
destined for the armed forces of the 
enemy, and to be treated as contra­ 
band pending proof of the contrary. 
“This proof was certainly not capa­ 
ble of being adduced at the time of 
the visiting of the vessel, since the 
cargo papers read to order. This, how­ 
ever, furnished the conditions under 
which the sinking of the ship was 
permissible, since it was not possible 
for the auxiliary cruiser to take the 
prize into a German port without in 
volving danger to its own security or 
the success of Its operations. 
“The legality of the measures taken 
by the German commander is further 
more subject to examination by the 
German prise 
court. 
These 
prize 
proceedings will be instituted before 
the prize court at Hamburg as soon 
as the ship’s papers are received and 
will comprise the settlement of ques­ 
tions whether Hie destruction of the 
ship and cargo was necessary within 
the meaning of article 49 of the de- 
clartion of London; whether the prop­ 
erty sunk was liable to capture, and, 
whether, or to what extent indemnity 
is to be awarded the owners. 
“However, the legal 
situation Is 
somewhat different in the light of the 
special stipulations applicable to the 
relation* between Germany and the 
United States, since article 13 of the 
Tru sp an‘American treaty of friend­ 
ship and commerce of July ll, 1799, 
taken in connection with article It 01 
the Prussian-American treaty of com 
pierre and navigation of May I, 1828, 
provides that contraband belonging to 
Hie subjects or citizens of either party 
cannot be confiscated by the ottier In 
any case, but only detained or used in 
consideration of payment of the full 
value of the Kame."

The mission consisted of Herr Fro 
benius, a German explorer, describee 
as an intimate friend of Emperor VVR 
Bam, and two secretaries and a spe 
clat attache of the foreign office. 
From Akabah the travelers crossec 
the Red sea to Massowa, capital o 
the Italian colony of Eritrea. It wa? 
on this trip that a French cruisei 
overhauled them.
